CHICAGO, — (/P)— Rays of a torrid 


sun beating down upon the parched 
Middle West Friday established a new 
heat record for'June. 


Chicago's mamimum of 102 degrees, 


made the day tho second warmest in 
the history of the weather bureau 
here. The only time the mark was ex- 
cedcd was on July 21, 1901, when 102.9 
was registered. 


Other cities in the Middle West 


which reported extremely high tem- 
peratures today included, Milwaukee, 
Wis., 104; Morris, 111., 107; Sterling, Jill., 
Iflfi; Ottawa, 111., 107; Hoopestown 111., 
107; South Bend, Ind., 104; New Ulm, 
Minn., 108. 


From the weather bureau came a 


promise 
that 
lower 
temperatures 


would prevail Saturday. At Urbana, 
111., the heat wave that drove the 
mercury up to 105 was broken at 4 
p. .m by a heavy rainstorm with hail. 


Crops of the mid-continent, already 


a subject for near despair,'on the part 
of farmers, shriveled still more. More 
and more acute became the problem of 
feed for livestock, particularly dairy 
cows. In some sections, wheat, fired 
so badly as to bo worthless for har- 
vesting, were shifted into pasture for 
the hunrgy animals.

WASHINGTON.-(/P)-A deficiency 


supply bill authoriEing a potential 6« 
billion-dollar relie f expenditure by ' 
President Roosevelt was reported Sat- 
urday to the house by the appropria- 
tions committee. 


In submitting the measure, however, 


the committee disregarded the chief 
executive's request for unlimited 'dis- 
cretionary power as to allocations of 
some funds and tied up certain items 
by mandatory provisions. 


The bill calls for 1 billion 178 mil- 


lion, but contains provisions that all 
unused borrowing power of the Re- 
construction Finance corporation, un- 
spent Public Works Administration 
(PWA) funds, savings brought about 
by the economy act of 1933, and Un- 
expended farm administration relief 
monies may be transferred to feed 
and clothe the hungry. 


In his message to congress the pres- 


ident had asked that no definite re- 
strictions be placed on relief funds 
except as he requested.

WASHINGTON.—"Doc" Calcer, who 


ministers to the bunions and tummy- 
aches of the U. S. Congress and dashes 
to the floor of either House whenever 
a member collapses from overeating 
or overheating, will soon be Capt.

He is only a. commander now. 
And 


since a grateful Congress wishes to 
reward him for long, faithful—and 
free—medical service, there's a minor 
to-do about 
it reminiscent of the 


stormy rumbles which 
are 
always 


heard from the army W navy when- 
ever a president seeks to raise the 
rank of a medical officer attached to 
the White House. 


But presidents always have had 


their way in such cases and you can 
depend on Congress, to take care of 
Calver. The 
amiable, 
bespectacled 


"Doc" is really an 
officer 
of the 


House, though he also handles sensa- 
tional ailments. 


He was assigned there by the Navy 


Department in 1928 and two years ago 
the House took complete control over 
him with a measure which'made him 
transferable only by House request. 


He has an official automobile and 


three naval enlisted men for assist- 
ants. The House has voted unanim- 
ou§ly for his promotion to a cap- 
taincy—which means a lot more pay 
—and the bill \3 in conference. 


Other naval officers pout enviously 


—as trey did when President Wilson 
raised Comm. Cary T. Grayson to a 
rear admiralcy and Hoover promoted 
Lieut.-Comm. Joel T. Boone to a com- 
mandership. dissolving a naval person- 
nel board which had passed Boone up. 


And just as irrny officers pouted 


•when Harding boosted the celebrated 
Dr. Charles E. Sawyer from private 
life to a brigadier-generalcy overnight 
and when Coolidge gave Major James 
F. Coupal a colonelcy. 


Roosevelt is the first president in a 


long time to go without the services 
of a full-time White House physician.

tients.

dozen times by folks who would want 
to tell him what a great man he was. 
how they had voted for him. and all 
trie latest news from back home.

The grapevine telegraph 
of the underworld gets help to the 
outlaw no matter how far away he 
works. And gangs live in cities. The 
racketeer entrenched in the city is 
safer than a farmer in his field. He 
needs the city. Also he likes the city. 


Exterminating Outlaws 


If mayors of every city would clean 


house and order known criminals to 
leave, and leave permanently, it would 
strike at the 
very 
roots 
ot 
their 


strength. 


Some mayors and police heads have 


done so. This is ell very well for 
that particular city, but it has no real 
effect as far as extermination goes. 
They merely move on lo aonthcr place. 
They never worry about sanctuary. 
To clean up one city means only a 
little more dirt for another. Unless 
all city heads co-operate in refusing 
berth to any of these criminals, noth- 
ing is gained. 


There would be no likelihood of the 


underworld setting up a city of its 
own or even gang camps. They are 
city-livers 
and 
city-spenders—big 


shots who like the bright lights. 


Publish Their Pictures: 


The second plan would be for news- 


papers to publish daily artgalleries of 
criminals. One magazine did so and 
the quick-witted, sharp-sighted pub- 
lic turne din two-thirds of the num- 
ber of men sought. This of course 
was done to track down wanted rnen. 
But it would help ihe other way, too. 


Petty criminals can be dealt with at 


home. But

U you wc'ie untrue 


iiil! yo:j 


Italy Warns Japs 


on Chinese Trade 


Monopolizing of C h i n a 


Threatens New Italian 


Industries 


ROME, Ittirly—(ff>)— 
Italy's unqual- 


ified objectcions to any attempt by 
Japan to establish a "pax Nipponicn" 
in China, as intimated in Tokio's fam- 
ous April 17 declaration, 
was 
an- 


nounced somewhat belatcly, but pos- 
sibly nonetheless significant as an in- 
spired article appearing in the same 
language in all the Italian press on 
Thursday night. The article probably 
ccmes straight from Premier Musso- 
lini. 


Italy's point of view on far eastern 


policies was declared one of extreme 
interest in anything that disturbs the 
equillibrum and she would not con- 
sent to .see herself put in n, disfuv- 
crablc position in Clymi where in re- 
cent years many Italian enterprises 
have ben started and others are in 
course of development, says the un- 
officila statement.

Italy recntly searted a steamship line 
to Shanghai and has also been dicker- 
ing for airplane sales and furthermore 
lias sent Italian aviation, experts to 
train the Chinese.

ing," James Rorty sets out to discuss 
the advertising business and winds up 
by passing the whole capitalist econ- 
omy in review. 


Advertising, he says, is very far 


from being as simple as wo usually 
suppose. It is not just a means for 
acquiring potential 
customers 
with 


the nature of wares oercd for sale; 
in the last "analysis, considered in all 
its ramifications, it is nothing less 
than the instrument through which 
the reu.1 rulers of the land—the profit- 
makers—shape the economic, social, 
morul, and ethical patterns 
of 
the 


community into conformity with their 
own interests. 


If 
all 
that sounds 
like quite a 


mouthful, you will find it worth your 
while to read Mr. Rorty's book and 
tee how ho goes on to explain it. 


We are in a time of transition, he 


says. The old Amorican culture has 
been giving away to a new one, a cul- 
ture of materialism, 
in 
which 
the 


main standard is the possession of 
material things. 


Advertising has developed in re- 


sponse to the needs of this culture — 
or, as Mr. Rorty culls it, this pseuclo- 
cuHure. 


And it is, in Mr. Rorty's opinion, 


quite useless to consider advertising 
apart from its background. 11 
is a 


vital feature of the capitalist economy. 
Considering its future involves a con- 
sideration of that economy's future. 


All in all, this is a .serious and in- 


structive book. Some advertising men 
will denounce it; others, I suspect, will 
welcome it. And the general reader 
will find it exceedingly informative. 


Published by the John Day Co., it 


sells for $3.

agriculture, was slated for promotion 
by the president several weeks ago. 


Chairman Blocking Action 


Smith said the undersecretary of 


agriculture should bca "real lirt farm- 
er and a graduate of God's great uni- 
versity." He will oppose any attempl 
lo take the nomination from his com- 
millec. He probably will have the 
support of most of the 
Republican 


senators and possibly of several Dem- 
ocrats. 


For all practical purposes, Tugwell 


i sundersccretary of agriculture now. 
Confirmation would simply mean a 
pay increase for the former Columbia 
professor of economics and would also 
make room for another assistant sec- 
retary of agriculture. Farm officials 
say that they are understaffed with 
high officials by comparison with oth- 
er departments.

Tennesssee Bar Meets 


MEMPHIS, Tenn.-f/P)—The Tennes- 


see Bar association Friday adopted a 
program designed to put a check on 
"shyster lawyers." through a self-gov- 
erning organization with power to 
discipline lawyers involved in uneth- 
ical activities. 


By a vote of about 300 to 20 the as- 


socalion moved for the appoinlmenl 
of committee of 11 to draft a bill pro- 
viding for the incorporation of the 
bar, and have it ready for presenta- 
tion to the 1935 legislature. 


Saturday, the annual state conven- 


tion will consider proposals calling for 
the repeal of state Uquor laws, and 
urging legislation to curb lynching. A 
committee, headed by Fitzgerald Hall 
of Nashville, proposes substitution for 
existing prohibition statues, legislation 
under which liquor would be sold 
through a dispensary system controll- 
ed by a non-political board. 


The lynching proposal would call 


for automatic suspension of the chief 
of police or sheriff in whose jurisdic- 
tion a lynching may occur pending 
his producing satisfactory proof that 
the lynching occurred through no lack 
of diligence on his part.
